It will be unnecessary for me to dilate the very great importance to 
this state, of this uct of munificence on the part of the general govern-. 
ment, or the immense adyantages which the state-may derive froma ju- 
dicións dispositicn of these lands. - The diffüsion of knowledge among 
all classes of our fellow-citizens, is so essential to the happiness of the. 
people aud the preservation of our republican institutions, that every 
thing connected with it, or in any way calculated to favour it, cannot 

“fail to excite the decpest interest and call forth the most anxious solici- 
tude. For myself, Í conceive that there is no subject, which will, at this 
session, come uder your notice of so much importance, and which will 
require so great a share of your deliberate consideration ; 1 have not 
fziled to give it my most attentive consideration, and you will, I trust, |. 
permit me to give you the result of my reflections. . 
€ it will be admitted by all, that our object should be, so to dispose of 
tho land as to ensure the grcavist annual income at the least expense. 
Po effect this object, two modes of disposition present themselves ; first, 
to reserve the fuc simple of the lands in the state, to lease them, and to 
seek for ihe income from the rent; second, to sell them at once and con- 
vert the proceeds into a cash capital, to be vesiedin Bank stock, which 
may be expected to yield an annual profit; of these two modes, I am 
decidedly 19 favour of the latter.

; Admitting that it is good policy to sell these lands for cash, it may 


- still be questioned, whether the present is a favorable time to effect the 


sales; on this point I am persuaded, that there are no sufficient reasons 


- for delay; itis well known, that the selections have been made with the 


greatest care, and with a view not only fo fertility of soil, but to advan- 


tages in the locality calculated always to insure a demand for them. - 
The propriety also of taking early measures for establishing the Univer- - 


sity, and the necessity, in order to form a judicious plan, of knowing 


with tolerable accuracy what will be the amount of the Capital Stock, _ 
. before we commence, are powerful arguments in favor of taking imme- 
diate measures for converting the lands into cash; independently of these 


~ considerations, I apprehend that another may be found, in the tendency 


which the creation of a State Bank with the funds arising from the sale, 
will-have, to give to our fellow-citizens a sound circulating. medium. 


By authorizing a sale of these lands at some convenient period not far ` 


 digtant, fixing the minimum at a sum so aë to énsuré a fair price for them,- 
{which I should presume might be as high as fifteen dollars per acre,) 


we shall be ehabled to create a fund which may be, through the means -

ofa State Bank, made hoth profitable to the University, -and a great

I would, therefore, respectfully recommend that an act incorporating 

a State University be passed, vesting thé necessary corporate powers 
. in such cusesin a board of trustees, with authority to sell at public ayc- 
fion for cash, on the principles of the sales of lands belonging to the 
United States, the lands reserved for a’ State University in this State; 
that provision be made for vesting the fands arising from the sales, in a 
State Bank, under suitable regulations and provisions, such as. the wis- 
dom of the legislature shall devise;that the trustees have authority to 

‘locate and commence within a'given period, (which 1 would not have ‘ 
farther D than two-years,} the erection of suitable buildings for a

University did for that purpose, they bc authorized to borrow from the 
bank = competent sum of money fo be reimbursed out^of the dividends 
of the avidends of the stock of the University; I have said that a period 
of two years ought to intervene before the location be made, presum- 
ing that within that period the lands may be sold, the bank he put into 
snccessfal operation, a sufficient knowledge of the different parts of the 
state acquired, to make a judicious selection, and that the work should _ 
be commenced by that time, in order to enable us to educate the rising 
generatian at home, and te carry into effect the objects contemplated 
by the ge,eral government in the donation they have made. 

By adopting a plan similar in principle to the one 1 have here pointed 
out, J flatter myself that at no distant period our state may boast a liter- 
ary and scientific institution, possessing advantages but litile, if any, in- 
ferior to any ofour sister states. 

Owing tothe provision of ihe fifth section of the act passed at the 
late cailed sesston of the legislature, amendatory of the act of Decem- 
ber last, providing for the assessment and collection of the revenue, 
which provision extends the time for payments into the ‘Treasury by 
the collectors until the first day of December next, I am unable to in- 
` form you what will be the amount ofthe receipts into the Treasury for 
. this year; a slatement of the disbursements for the expenses of the go- 
vernment, together with a statement of the receipts will be, in due time. 
^ laid before you by the proper oflicér of the Treasury department, 

The depreciated value of a very considerble portion of our circulat- 
ing medium, owing to the suspeusion of specie payments by one of the 
banks in this state, and the additional embarrassment tp. the Treasary, 

. from the fact, that the bills of this bank are receiyable therein in pay- 
ment ofall dues to the state, is a subject of the most serious regret, and. . 
calls for some act of legislative correction. | :

setve as a partial.medium of exchange, and the fact that these warrants 
; were tobe paid in paper of the Huntsville Bank, whichis at a deprecia- 
‘tion of from fifteen to twenty-five per cent. has resulted in. reducing 
the value of Treasury. warrants in a corresponding proportion, which 
- falls immediately upon the creditors of the state, and is in reality taking 
from them in that proportion, their just demands for their services: The 
peculiar situation of a considerable portion of the inhabitants of the 
state, who could not, without great sacrifice, procure any. other medium 
with which to pay their taxes, together with the expectations which were 
entertained of a resumption of specie payments on the part of the bank, 
sufficiently justify and explain the policy pursued by the legislature 
in including it among the banks, the paperof, which was authorized to 
be received. in payment of taxes. ‘A further continuance of this state of 
things, under the present policy of the hank, cannot, I conceive, be jus- 
tified. Besides the injustice. done to thecrediturs of the state in sustain- 
ing this bank hy legislative avtay in its present policy, it is conceived to 
be impolitic as it regards the community at large; the circulation of a pa- 
per currency which no longer commands specie operates as a tax upon . 
the agricultural part of the community, nearly, if not equal, to its de- 
preciation below the sound medium ofthe country; it therefore, behoves 
à wise legislature to take prompt and -effectual measures to eradicate 
this evil, and in the present instance the duty is the more imperative, 
when we consider there is no doubt of the solvency of the bank, and 
consequently their ability to redeem their notes, It is to be hoped that 
a remedy may be found, should the arrangement contemplated hy the 
provision for the appointment of commissioners, to receive propositions 
from the several banks now in operation in the state, for the purpose 
of creating a general State Bank, with brakches, be carried into effect; 
should ihe expectation contemplated from this source fail, I would re- 
commend that the future reception of the bills of this bank be contin- 
ent, and olny in the event of their resnmption of specie payments with- 
in a given period; and asa further inducement to an early resumption 
of specie payments, I would also recommend an increase of the tax upon 
the bank, in the event ofa longer continuance of the suspension of spe~ 
cie payments, calculated to destroy the present inducements on the part 
of the bank to withhold their specie: this course would be in coincidence 
with the liberality heretofore extended on the part ofthe legislature ta- _ 
wards the bank, and is no more than that justice whichis due to th 
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creditors of the state, and the community at large requires. io 
_ In connection with this subject, and with a further view to the intro- 
duction ofa sound currency into the state, you will permit me to observe, 
that it is believed that-one of the greatest reasons which is io be found 
for the failure to obtain subscriptions te the act incorporating a State . 
Bank, is to be found in the provision vesting the majority m the direc- 
tion of the bank, in the legislature ; however salutary this provision 
may be, yet I am persuaded it is so objectionable as to prevent the sub-. 
scription of the necessary cae of stock, to carry the bank into oper- 
ation ; I would recommend a modification af that provision of the char- 
ter, se.as to give the state'only a power in the direction equal ta its in- 
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terest; should the plan 1 have suggested for the sale of the University 
jands be carried into effect, the state will then have a controling power 


^ in the direction ; shoyld it not, there are other provisions in the char-- 


ter which will enable the legislature at all tifnes to exercise a sufficient 
power in the examination of the proceedings ofthe bank, ^ — -. 
Among the various subjects which will come under your notice, that ` 
of the present organization of our-Judiciary system cannot fail to at- 
tract yourattention. The present system of vesting in the Circuit 
Courts, both chancery and common law jurisdiction, is attended with 
many and serious objections; and amounts in some counties almost to a 


. denial of justice, The very arduous duties now. devolving upon the. 


Judges of the Circuit Courts, together with the great dissimilarity in 


^ the mode of proceeding in courts of law and equity, render it impossible 


for thera te render to ou? citizens that prompt administration of justice 
for which the courts were created ; and in mv opinion renders the es- 


_tablishment of a separate chancery court advisable. -The additional 


expense of a chancellor cannot he a serious objection, when the great 
relief which this court will give to suitors in the speedy decision of 
causes, which I apprehend will more than counterbalance the additional 
burthen of the tax, arising from the salary of one Judge. 

‘Lam informed, that owing to the short period which the Registers of 
the several land offices in this State, have had to transact the business 
arísii..; ora the actrof Congress forthe relief of the purchasers of pub- 
Tic lands, there are many persons who have not been able to ayail them- 
selves of the benefit of that law ; as there can be no doubt but the gen- 
eral governmerit will be disposed to give every person interested in the 
provisions of the law, an opportunity to take the benefit of it, I would 
recommend that a memorial setting forth the fact, be addressed to Con- 
gress, and praying 2 further extension of time to effect the object con- 
templated by the act. l 
` As connectéd with the subject of relief above alluded to, you will 
permit me to call your attention to. the situation of the holders of çer- 
tificates for purchases made at the first sales of lots in the town of Ca- 
hawba, It will be recollected that, that sale took place at a time of 


. very general and great prosperity, and under circumstances similar to 


those which induced the general government to extend the relief grant- 
ed at the lastsession of Congress to the purchasers of public lands; 1 would 
thercfore, suggest the propriety of the legislature taking this subject 
under iheir.consideration, and of enacting such a law as shalt be both 


consistent with justice to the state and liberal to the proprietors of lots 
in the town.
